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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest a method of installation comprising a batch file that 
causes a native-language version of software to be installed and calls a translation 
script which selects a translation routine based on the operating system and file type, as 
recited in independent claims 1 and 17. 

The prior art of record, Fisher et al. (USPN 6,247,128), disclosed a system of 
customizable installation. However, Fisher failed to disclose the independent claims as 
recited, including the above limitation. 

The prior art of record, Karat, "Perspectives on Design and Internationalization", 
disclosed a concepts of internationalization and nationalization. However, Karat failed 
to disclose the independent claims as recited, including the above limitation. 

The other prior art of record disclosed a various elements of translation and 
scripting. However, they failed to disclose the independent claims as recited, including 
the above recited limitation or clear motivation to recreate the above recited limitation.
